Examination of Rats — Caracas. 

During the month of December, 1913, 2,749 rats were examined 
at Caracas for plague infection. This is the largest number of rats 
examined in the city during any one month. No plague-infected 
rat was found. 

Rat-Proofing Work— La Guaira— Puerto Cabello, 

Acting Asst. Surg. Stewart, at La Guaira, reported, March 8, 1914, 
that rat-proofing work was being carried out in customs storage 
warehouses at La Guaira. Cement floors were being laid and side 
walls cemented to a certain height. Similar precautions were to be 
required in many of the merchants' warehouses in the city as well as 
on the sea front. Rat-proofing work was also being carried out at 
Puerto Cabello, Venezuela. 

ZANZIBAR.
